No words of the psalmist have had 
such a universal appreciation and in- 
fluence as contained in the 
Twenty-third Psalm. Their beauty and 
fmrength have been the delight of child-

hood, the admiration of manhood and |} 


the support of old age. Nowhere is the 
fact of God's leading in our lives more 
beautifully set forth than in the figure 
{In this psalm of the shepherd leading 
the sheep into green pastures and be- 
side the still waters. 


The psalm suggests a number of facts | 


concerning God's leading in our lives. 
1. God leads us. This is the doctrine 
of this psalm. God does not drive us, 
but leads us. The eastern shepherd 
went before his sheep and led them. 
So the Lord as our shepherd leads us. 
What a comforting truth! The Lord is 
our shepherd and leads us. Our lives 


are not aimless and purposeless. God 
{s in them and directs them. 
2. God leads us daily. Daily the 


shepherd watched over his sheep and 
led them to the green pastures and by 
the cooling streams. Daily the Lord 
leads us.

It was also indicative of the 
wider view of men and affairs which provincialism was bound to take when 
rubbing elbows with the nations and an antidote to separatism, isolation and 
undue conceit. In form this record of travel into an out of the way region was 
a series of letters to the writer's brother in Philadelphia, written with the 
freedom and unreserve of family correspondence. But an enterprising editor 
of The Portfolio saw that they would prove interesting reading and printed 
them with the consent of the recipient, who was doubtless proud to honor 
their author without his knowledge or consent.

THREE BULLET WOUNDS 


Caused Death of Mrs. 
at Langdon, NH 


Jones 


SHOT BY GEORGE S BIGGS 


Who Had Been Quarreling With Her 
Son and Is Said to Have Threatened 
to Wipe Out the Whole Family— 
Slayer Surrenders After Tragedy 


Bellows Fa'ls, Vt., Nov. 4—After a 
quarrel between Cleveland Jones, 15 
years old, and Geaorge H, Briggs, a 
Reighbor, in Langdon, N. 
Jones’ mother, Mrs. Chauncey Jones. 
was shot and killed on Saturday by 
griggs. Briggs gave himself up and 
Was taken to Newport, N. H. His case 
will come up before the grand jury, 
which meets at Newport next Tuesday. 
Briggs was driving home some cattle 
from a pasture near the Jones hous», 
when Cleveland Jones came into the

field and Briggs alleges that the boy 
purposely frightened the cattle, caus- 
ing them to scatter. Young Jones 


claims that he went into the field to get 
an old copper boiler there, and that he 
did not intentionally scare the cattle. 
A lively dispute is said to have ensued, 


in which hard names were called by 
both and there was much profanity. 
Finally Jones made a retort that an- 


gered Briggs so that the boy says Briggs 
said, with a horrible oath, “Ui -lean ont 
the whole lot of you.” 

Briggs then went to his house, a short 
distance away, and after securing a re- 
volver, went to the Jones house. Irom 
the highway in front of the house he 
yelled that he would shoot the first one 
who came out of the house. Mrs. Jones 
and her five children, of whom Cleve- 
land Jones is the eldest, were in the 
house at thetime. Cleveland Jones says 
that none of them went into the yard, 
and that Briggs then came to the back 
door. The mother went to meet him in 
the hall, when young Jones says Briggs 
fired his revolver and Mrs. Jones ran 
into the kitchen, crying, “My Sod, he 
has shot me.” 

Briggs, according to the then 
rushed into the kitchen aud shot Mrs 
Jones in the back twice. She ran into 
the sitting room and fell to the floor. 
Young Jones grabbed Briggs by the 
knees and he says Briggs fired two shots 
at him, neither taking effect. The re- 
volver by this time was empiy, and the 
children succeeded in escaping toa 
neighbor's. 

Cleveland Jones weut to the »flies of 
A. S. Cram, a justice of the peace, and 
said Briggs had shot his mother, but 
that she was not inuch hurt. Mr. Cram 
at once drove to Alstead, N. H., where he 
went to the office of Lawyer Smith, to 
have papers made out against Briggs. 
While he was there, Briggs hiimselt 
eame into the office and said that he 
would give himself up, at the same time 
handing to Cram a revolver, supposed 
to be the one with which the shooting 
was done. At this time it was fully 
loaded. 

Briggs seemed greatly excited, but 
was finally persuaded to return to his 
home with Mr. Cram. Deputy Sheriff 
Boyd of Claremont, N. H., was sum- 
moned and took Briggs into custedy. 

When the neighbors and the town 
authorities reached the Tones house they 
found Mrs. Jones’ body lving on the floor 
in the sitting room, where the woman 
had feller when shot in the back. The 
chin was black from powder, showing 
that ene shot must have been fired at 
very close range. ‘There were also two 
wounds in the back, within three inches 
of each other, and both directly back of 
the heart. The doctor said death must 
have been instantaneous after these two 
shots were fired. 

The neighbors say there has been 
much trouble between the Briggs and 
Jones families for tie past six months, 
{t having started over a dispute as to

Jones made an application to the select- 
men for this right of way. Briggs re- 
sisted the laying out of the road, and it 
is said by the neighbors that there have 
been continual quarrels between th> 
two families ever since. 

Briggs is 45 years old and lived in 
Langdon with a wife and two children, 
having come there three years ago. It 
is said that he hasa wife and one or two 
children living in the vicinty of Barre. 
Vt.. but it is not known whether or not 
he has been divorced from the woman. 

Mr. Jones, the husband of the dead 
woman, has been a millwright in the 
employ of tie International Paper com- 
pany at Bellows Falls for 15 years.

Since then he has been getting into 
trouble with the most persistent fre- 
quency, having been under arrest twen- 
ty-four and having been court 
martialed nine times. Major Armes 
says his troubles have been due to the 
fact that he will not submit to being 
imposed upon. 

Major Armes was born May 20, 1844, 
and in a book gives a history of his 
eurly life in Fulrfax county, Va., up tu 
1860, when he declined to join his com- 
panions in the Confederate service. He 
went to Washington and began life as 
a newsboy. One day he aceosted See- 
retary Seward on tue street to ask him 
for a position and later received ap- 
pointment as confidential messenger to 
that statesman, thereby gaining access 
to President Lincoln. From that time 
on he was arrested many times. 

His twelfth arrest was In 1867 
assault upon Captain Lauffer, who, 
Major Armes declared, was the ag- 
gressor in the quarrel. For this act 
Major Armes says he was ordered te 
Leavenworth for his second court ma» 
tial, which honorably acquitted him. 

Arrest No. 13 occurred the following 


times 


spring, and a month later he was sent | 


before his third court martial at Fort 
Hays, which honorably acquitted him 
of several charges, but found him 
guilty of allowing a negro to dance in 
a sutler’s store. After being reprimand- 
ed he was released. Four other ar- 
rests closely following resulted only in 
release, 

Here is Major Armes’ account of his 
trouble with Governor Beaver: 

“March 27, 1889.—While at the Riggs 
Hiouse this afternoon I noticed Govyern- 
or Beaver shaking hands with several 
of his comrades in the lobby, and upon 
his discovering me he excused himself 
his friends and came over and 
shook hands. I asked him if he had 
received my note, demanding an apol- 
ogy. He said he had, but proposed to 
let the matter drop, as it had passed. 
I reminded him that it was a too sert- 
matter to let drop, when he ex- 
piained he knew nothing about the af- 
fair that happened on the 4th of March 
and that everything was done by his 
ncjutant general, Hastings. I suggest- 
ed that he put that in writing at once 
in order that I could publish the ex- 
planation over his signature, when he 
remarked he had to sustain his adju- 
tant general. 

“I told him that it was very singular 
that I should suffer an insult, and that 
he sh oula sustain a drunken loafer in 
an ungentlemanly act, and that I did 
ne proj se to let the matter drop, and 

re then asked me what I proposed to 
do about it. He at once informed me 
that he would throw off bis position as 
governor of the state of Pennsylvania 
while in Washington and put himself

down on the same platform with me, 
‘and that I could do my worst, which 
I resented.” (At this point Major 
Armes tweaked the governor's nose.) 
}“One of his comrades threw his arms 
about him — took him out to his car- 
} riage. Anoth« ex-soldicr threw his 
arms around me, when I reminded him

Recalled by the Death of His 
Slayer 


ED STOKES PASSES AWAY 


Though Handicapped by Shadow of 
the Gallows He Became Conspicuous 
In Great Enterprises and Amassed 


a Vast Fortune 


New York, Noy. 4.—Edward §. Stokes 
died Saturday afternoon at the homeof 
his sister, Mrs. afcNutt. Succeeding a 
severe attack whicl came while he was 
travelling in Canada, Stokes had been 
for some time tn failing health. 


EDWARD 8. STOKES 


The career of Edward S. Stokes is al- 
most without a parallel in the history 


of our country. Heavily handicapped 
by the dark shadow of the crime which 
first brought him into prominence, his 
wonderful business ability enabled him 
fo amass a great fortune, become one of 
the best known bonifaces in the country 
and to assume a controlling interest in 
some of the greatest enterprises of h‘s 
day. 

Stokes was born in Philadelphia in 
1841. He was educated in’ Pennsyl- 
Vania and won fame as asportsman 
and athlete in his college days. 

At 20 years of age he wasa clerk in his 
father’s provision store in New York, 
but looking for a wider field of enter- 
prise seon feund a position in a Wall 
street broker's office. Oecre his natural 
ability and bud ss shrewdness won for 
him the coniidence and friendship of 
James Visk, Jr. a friendship which 
proved of great financial ass'stance to 
Stokes, and which continued until a 
dispute arose over Hlelen Joseph'ne 
Mansfield, an exceedingly beautiful 
Woman, under the protection of Mr. 
Pisk. Fisk accused Stokes of trying to 
alienate from him the regard of Miss 
Maustfield. 

The vice-president of Evie road then 
began a series of operations against the 
financial position of Mr. Stokes. He 
brought up the claims against his for- 
mer protege, and sought to foree him to 
the wall. He had him arrested in 1871 
on a charge of fraud. Stokes was a 
fighter, and in these proceedings and 
in several others he stoutly defended 
himself. It is said he expended the sum 
of $38,000 for counsel fees in the course 
of one year. He charged tht Fis‘ 
owed him $200,000 on a transaction ino 1] 
wells. 

Owing to the intrigue of the Mansfield 
woman, a suit for libel was also begun 
against Stokes. From the very first 
Stokes had considered himself an in- 
jured and aggrieved person. The vari- 
ous law suits came to a tragic ending 
on Jan. 6, 1872, when Fisk was shot by 
Stokes at the Grand Central hot 1 
Stokes and his friends have always 
maintained that the provocation was 
great, even leaving out the element of 
self defense 

The first trial ended on Jan. 15. 1872, 
the jury disagreeing. On Jan. 4, 1873, 
Stokes was convicted of murder in the 
first degree. He was sentenced to be 
hanged cn Feb. 28, 1873. 

Stokes’ life was saved by the conrt of 
appeals, which reversed the convict’on 
on the ground that a collateral issue had 
been tried, and a new trial was granted. 
This time the verdict was manslauzht: r 
in the third degree. It was found on 
Oct. 29, 1873. Stokes was sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment, but was freed 
three years later on account of his 
good behavior 

While in prison Stokes met Richard 
Croker and John J. Seanncl!, who wire 
awaiting trial on charges sim!lir to 
his own, and the trio formed a friend- 
ship which lasted to the end. 

While governor of New York, Grover 
Cleveland restored Stokes to his full 
possession of citizenship. 

Fifteen years after the tragedy Stokes 
was arepreseatative businessman. He 
spent $1,000,000 is r furnishing anda ‘d 
ing to the Hoffman house.

Sees may readily be wintered in a 
cellar if an even temperatur> can be 
kept up. 

The cheapest and best way to protect 
the bees in winter is by using good 
chaff hives. 

Before winter sets in every colony 
should be strong. In other words, each 
hive should be full of bees.

Paris, Nov. 5.—In the chamber of 
(Radi- 


cal Socialist) interpeilated the govein 


deputies yesterday M. Sembat 


ment on the Franco-Turkish d spute, 


criticizing the action taken as being for 
a material end and contending that 
France ought to have intervened at the 
time of the Armenian massacre. 

The foreign minister, M. Deleasse, re 
plied that France’s patience was ex 
hausted by the porte’s breaking its own 
promis s. France, in the present dif 
ficulty, pursued no fresh advantage. 
Bot everybody would agree that this 
effort on the part of France ought to at 
least serve to put an end to the annoy- 
ances and unjust treatment of which 
French works in the Orient, scho’astic 
and hospitable establ shments, and 
commercial and industrial enterprises, 
had beer the object 

The foreign minister's statement was 
greeted with applause. 

M. Sembat was not satisfied with M. 
Deleasse’s statement and moved that 
the chamnber, convinced that France 
would fail in her duty if she did not pro 
tect the Armenians in an effectual 
manvrer, resolves that the government 
facilitate this protest by an agreeny nt 
between the powers 

Premier Waldeck-Rousseau then rose 
and said that M. Deleasse’s declarat'on 
showed that the government's task was 
heavy andcomplex. As the governmert 
desired to secure respect for the in- 
terests of its fellow citizens, so i in- 
tended to defend the patrimony of moral 
interests devolving upon France. It 
needed the confidence of the chamber in 
order to accomplish its task. 

M. Sembat's motion was reject: d by 
294 to Th votes 

M. Castenet then moved that the 
chamber, confident the government 
would enforce respect for the interests 
and honor of Frauce, pass to the order 
of the day. 

The motion was adopted by 305 to 77 
votes and the house adjourned. 

Whatever the result of the French 
naval! demonstration against Turkey 
the chief significance of the incid: nt is 
the example it will set to other powers 
which have claims agains! Turk’y. It 
is asserted, no doubt, on the authority 
of the French foreign office, that France 
bad hitherto refrained from employing 
demonstrative measures against the 
porte to secure a settlement of the 
French claims simply because the whole 
fabric of Ottoiman administration ts go 
rotten that a heavy blow uiight pulver- 
ize it. 

Joint action on the part of the powers 
cannot be much longer delayed. The 
muisgovernment of Macedonia, the ex- 
cesses committed In Armenia and the 
dissatisfaction existing in Crete have 
reached such a point as to constitute a 
standing menace to the peace of Europe. 
Acting on the initiative of Russia and 
France, the powers are even now dis- 
cussing the bas‘s of an understanding 
for making representations to the porte 
and for eventful action to compel the 
sultan not only to carry out the clauses 
of the treaty of Berlin relating both to 
Macedonia ond Armenia, but to give 
guarantees for the execution of these 
and further reforms. 

“The porte has asked Great Britain,” 
says the correspondent of the Echo De 
Paris, “to fulfill the terms of the con- 
vention of 1S7S whereby, in exchance 
for the Island of Cyprus, Great Britain 
guarantees the Integrity of the sultan’s 
Asiatic possessions. The porte claims 
under this convention that Great Britain 
should protect Asiatic Turkey agairst 
attack by France and suggests that 
Great Britain shouid send a squadron 
to the levant for that purpose.” 


Caillard Reported at Smyrna 

London, Nov. 5.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says that he 
understands that dispatches have been 
received at the French capital announc- 
ing that Admiral Caillard’s division of 
the French Mediterranean syuadron has 
arrived at Smyrna and seized the cus- 
toms. 


Edward Possesses New Title 

London, Nov. 5.—King Edward, at a 
meeting of the privy council yest rday, 
signed the proclamation giving him his 
new title, as follows: “Edward the 
Seventh, by the Grace of God of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and of the British Dominions 
beyond the Sea, King, Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India.”

Turough Fear of Law Relating 
Accidental Shooting by Hunters 
Machtas, Me., Nov. 5.—Lesie Bowker 

died from a bullet wound yesterday, the 

victim of a hunter’s mistake. His 
friends consider that his life was sac- 
rificed in the operation of the new 

Statute in this state which imposes 

punishment on a hunter convicted of 

killing another person. Bowker on Sat- 
urday was gunning in the vicinity cf 

Great Falls on the Machias river. He 

was crossing an open field and was shot 

by a gunner in he nearby woods. The 
rifle ball eut a furrow across the left 
leg and passed entirely through his 
right thigh. He shrieked from pa‘n 
and the hunterin the woods made off as 
quickly as possible. Bowker bduck!ed 
his belt around bi< wounded limb and at- 
tempted to wa! He f- ll after going 
about 300 yards, completely exhausted. 

On reviving be repeatedly discharged 

his rifle to attract attention and final'y 
a party of four hunters were attracted. 
These nico took Bowker to the r ver 
und in a canoe paddled five mil_s, then 
carrying him to a vehicle by which he 
was driven two miles to h's home 
Bowker was so weak from loss of blood 
and the journey, together with ex- 
posure, that he died yesterday. Had he 
received assistance at the time he was 
shot or a reasonable time thereafter his 
life would have been saved. The cir- 
cumstances as Bowker described them 
to the hunters who found him ind ‘cated 
that the shooting was accidental, but the 
responsible party was afraid to give aid 
out of fear of the law. Bowker was 2S 
years old. 


About the Toppan Case 

Boston, Nov. 5.—In its discussicn o 
the Toppan case The Journal today says 
that it has learned that the reason the 
government has selected the case of 
Mrs. Gibbs, who was the last of the four 
members of the family to die, as the one 
on which to prosecute the case against 
Miss Toppan, was that it was the most 
recent. The condition of the internal or- 
gans of the body was such that they 
could, perhaps, be better submitted to 
the chemical test. 


Highest For Twenty-Five Years 

Fall River, Nov. 5.—The new wage 
scale went into effect in the Iron Works 
mills yesterday, weavers on regular 
print ng cloths receiving 21.8 cents per 
eut. This is the highest wage paid for 
this work in over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. The Bourne mills will pay 53 
percent less and the other mills 10 per- 
cent less. There was no trouble of any 
kind reported at any of the mil's and 
none of a serivus character is expected. 


Assignment of Shoe Company 

Cla: at, N. SE Nov, 3—-T::* 8. A. 
Washburn company, manufacturers of 
boots and shoes, has made an assign- 
ment to Frank #. Maynard for the bene- 
fit of creditors. The failure is at- 
tributed to the charp competition in 
shoe manufacturing, requiring shoes 
to be sold at a very small advance on the 
cost of production. There is at present 
a large amount of unfiaished work at 
the factory which will be finished.

Theory of Detectives at Work on the 
Abele Case 

Newburyport, Mass, 
gathering together threads of cire 
stantia) evidence, State Detectives 
Hammond and Neal have now reached 
the conclusion that John J. Abele wes 
murdered at a distance from Plum {-1- 
and and that the body was carried to 
the island and placed upor the beach 
solely for purposes of concealment. 
All other theories have been adandoned, 
and the detectives, with the brothers of 
the dead man, are now trying to locate 
the murder house. 

This task of finding where Abele lived 
and where he was killed is no easy mat- 
ter: for the man’s life was as strangeand 
uncanny as the mystery of h's murder. 
At 9 years of age Abele was sick n arto 
death, and finally, when the doctor sa‘d 
he would live, it was found that in ill- 
ness the boy hid totally lost the sense 
of hearing. 

When this misfortune came upon 
young Abele, the parents were poor and 
unable to send the little deaf boy to a 
school where he might learn to con- 
terse by the lip reading or sign language. 
In consequence he grew up in a little 
work! by himself, unable to communi- 
eate easily with anyone. 

Now that the man has been mur- 
dered, all these litile circumstances are 
considered of great value by the de 
tectives. Anyone who has seen Abe 
since October ought to remember i’, 
for the man, when compelled to carry on 
any conversation with a stranger, pro- 
duced a slip of paper aud asked to have 
the questiens wiiften upon it. Abele 
could talk in both English and German, 
but with some difficulty, as is the case of 
most entirely deaf persons. 

Everything so fur learned peints to the 
conclusion that this deaf man was mur- 
dered for his money. Abele was 42 
years old. He worked steadily for 15 
years, practicing the most s-vere thrift 
all the time. Tlis brothers knew that he 
had 15 bankbooks, indicatinggthat his 
money was in that many banks.

THE POULTRY YARD. 


In selecting a place for a poultry 
yard choose a light, sandy soil. 

A heavy clay soil is always damp and 
unless care is taken will always favor 
roup. 

A cock or hen that is too fat is not in 
physical condition to transmit all the 
good qualities necessary for healthy off- 
spring. 

A week or ten days of careful feeding 
before sending to market would often 
add much to the quality and insure bet- 
ter prices. 

Have all the internal arrangements 
of the poultry house movable, so that 
when it is desired to clean they can all 
be taken out. 

When desired to fatten the fowls, 
feed corn and other grains which con- 
tain fattening elements. For general 
feeding give a variety of grains. 

When yon begin to feed fowls for 
market, separate them from the ones 
intended to be kept for future use on 
the farm, as they should not have fat- 
tening food.

The vote of the Social Democrats 
dropped in the State this year from 
13,260 to 10,476. In Haverhill it dropped 
from 1,729 to 1,145; im Boston from

Pittsburg Institution. 


The Greatest Polytechnie Institute 
In the World Is What the Ironmas- 
ter Has In View—Building to Cost 
From 85,000,000 to $8,000,000 —An 
Endowment of $25,000,000. 


Plans and estimates for a Pittsburg 
polytechnic institute, says the New 
York Herald, are being prepared at the 
request of Andrew Carnegie which 
call for an outlay of from $5,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 for buildings and an endow- 
ment fund of $25,000,000 more for 
maintenance. Mr. Carnegie is now on 
his way to this country. When he 
reaches Pittsburg, the committee, which 
has for several months been busily en- 
1, will make a report to him. It is 
believed by the citizens of Pittsburg 
that an institution is to be founded 
which will be the means of educating 
thousands of skilled artisans. 

Judge Josiah Cohen of the orphans’ 
court of Pittsburg, who is a member of 
the committee appointed at the re- 
quest of Mr. Carnegie, is in New York. 
He was seen at the Majestic hotel. He 
admitted that the committee had made 
considerable progress in preparing its 
report for Mr. Carnegie, but was reti 
cent when asked for the exact details. 

Judge Cohen is a trustee of the Car 
negie institute, which Is now in opera 
tion. On account of their experience 
the trustees of the institute were asked 
to ascertain what would be required 
for the founding of a polytechnie insti- 
tute 

“It is proposed,” said Judge Cohen, 
‘to found in Pittsburg, which I con- 
sider the greatest Industrial city in the 
world, an institution for the training 
and education of apprentices and stu- 
dents in all trades. Such an institution 
will require at least sixty acres of 
ground for the various bulld 
sary. The ground will be given by the 
cy of Pittsburg in all probability. The 
proximity of so many industrial estab 
lishments to Pittsburg, as well as the 
fact tliat there are so many manufac- 
turing establishments in the city itself, 
makes Pittsburg pre-eminently an ap- 
propriate place for a great polytechnic 
institution 

“It will be necessary to have many 
departments. Mr. Carnegie asked the 
trustees of the Carnegie institute to de- 
termine what courses of study should 
he pursued, what structures should be 
built and how much money would be 
required to maintain such an institu- 
tion.” 

According to the plans there are to 
be a college, a school and day and 
nistit schools for apprentices. These 
w_. give an opportunity for young men 
io obtain a thorough training in any of 
the trades which they may choose. 

Judge Cohen did not know when a 
definite report would be made to Mr. 
Carnegie. The Carnegie institute, 
which has done much for the educa- 
tion of the people of Pittsburg along 

he lines of music and art, bas on 
many oceasions been in receipt of mil- 
lions of dollars from Mr. Carnegie. 
The polytechnic school is intended to 
follow more practical lines and to edu- 
cate the young men of the country in 
trades. Pittsburg alone has many es- 
tablishments where a high grade of 
skill is required, such as glass blow- 
Ing, fronworking and the building of 
machinery. The course of instruction 
will not only include training in the 
various mechanical processes, but the 
college will furnish the theories and 
the principles on which the practic 
work is based. 

Mr. Carnegie’s benefactions extend 
over a period of twenty years, and he 
hus given to various Institutions and 
cities more than $30,000,000. He has 
contributed large sums to the mainte- 
nance of libraries in many of the cities 
of the country, and only recently he 
gave to New York $5,500,000 for libra- 
ry purposes. He has assisted the unl- 
versities of Seotland, and his contribu- 
tions to the cause of education In this 
country are many. It fs his object to 
induce others to give at the same time 
that he does, and thus he has been the 
means of placing many an institution 
of learning upon a substantial basis. 
The chief doctrine by which he is 
guided in all his works of benevolence 
is that it is best to teach people the 
best way of helping themselves. 

For this reason Mr. Carnegie always 
hes been interested in technical edu 
cation. He has followed the work of 
trade schools all over the world. He 
recently contributed $300,000 to Cooper 
Union, which has for many years been 
equipping young men and women for 
useful callings.

House Under the Earth. 

An interesting discovery has been 
made on the estate of the Marquis of 
Zetland, in Orkney, says the London 
Express.

Read the story once more and rewrite it; then 
compare revisions. After this the greater achieve- 
ment remains of inventing or, if it was an adaptation of a German legend, of 
adapting the character to the drowsy atmosphere of the Catskills. 

The genius which produced this, the “Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” and 30 
other sketches was instantly recognized in England. Walter Scott’s quick 
appreciation and generous assistance brought the new author into pleasant 
and profitable relations with the chief publishers of London, and after Scott, 
Byron and Murray led there was nothing that did not follow. An American 
had found his place in the fraternity of letters and without bating a jot of his 
patriotism or sparing the truth in speaking of English prejudices, established 
himself for five years in the literary metropolis, where he could best do his 
work and find a market for it. 

Irving, however, was coming to be a cosmopolite. England did not keep 
him too long. By 1820 he is In Paris hobnobbing with Thomas Moore, follow- 
ing up the theaters, catching notes of applause from across the channel, then 
going back to win an English triumph on English soil in his “Bracebridge 
Hall.” 

No native could have pictured the life of a country squire more to the 
satisfaction of all England. There was much in it with which the author him- 
self had sympathy, as well as with the people he describes. As if in half apol- 
ogy to Americans he says, “I can never forget that this is my fatherland, and 
yet the circumstances under which I have viewed it have been by no meaus 
such as were calculated to produce favorable impressions.” He then remarks 
that close observation will often change opinions, hastily formed, of a national 
character which shows its rough side first. Special mention is made of the 
reception accorded to the essay in “The Sketch-Book” on literary feuds be- 
tween England and America and the “generous sympathy in every English 
bosom toward a solitary individual lifting up his voice in a strange land to 
vindicate the character of his nation.” 

This indeed is the eminence which Irving occupies, higher than that of 
being our first man of letters in the order of time. He was a peacemaker in 
an age of misunderstanding, jealousy and hostility. The ill feeling consequent 
upon two wars had not wholly subsided. In letters there was independent 
aspiration on one side, complacent superciliousness and sharp censoriousness 
on the other. In this very year Sydney Smith contemptuously asked, “Who 
ever reads an American book?’ The one man who was able to reply to the 
taunt could do it in his “English Writers on America.” A few sentences will 
show the large and generous spirit in which this was done. After observing 
that impressions of this country had been gained from the worst kind of 
travelers he remarks that the prosperity founded upon political liberty and 
the general diffusion of knowledge cannot be overlooked; that it is of more 
consequence to England than to us that justice be done and resentment allay- 
ed; that, “possessing the fountain head whence the literature of the language 
flows, it is in her power to make it the medium of amiable and magnanimous 
feeling, a streain where the two nations might meet together and drink in

was succeeded by the “Companions” and this by the “Conquest of Granada” 
and “The Alhambra” before 1832, when he returned to America after a 17 
years’ residence in Europe. These larger achievements brought him academie 
honors from Oxford and the medal of the Loyal Society of Literature, with 
no end of applause abroad and at home. Then, after ten years of light writing 
about this and that, tours, recollections, legends and biographies, came the 


. 


‘crowning honor of his life” in the mission to Spain, to be signalized by his 
crowning work, the “Life of Washington.” 


With the last volume of this he 


may be said to have ended his days at the Sunnyside retreat on the banks of 
the river he loved and whose borders he had peopled with legendary beings 
recalled from the shadowy and dreamy years of the old Dutch dynasty.

They are also worn 
by funeral horses, and by other horses 
of exquisite outline selected for a par- 
ticular kind of work, but which are 
somewhat spoiled in appearance by 
the possession of a rat tail (bald, ikea 
rat’s). These useful appliances, how- 
ever, are not constructed exclusively 
for harness horses. I have seen rows 
of bogus tails, artistically joined on to 
the crupper, hanging up in a cavalry 
barracks ready for instant service, be- 
ing slipped on just like a finger stall. 
The “fine ends” or false tails used 
by nobody but “horse copers” or low 
swindlers are most ingeniously fastened 
on the animal's bare back by invisible 
means. <A dealer in horses never looks 
at a horse with a bad tail, and he al- 
Ways goes to the best market only.—

MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS 


Have Greatly Hindered Negotiations 
With Miss Stone’s Captors 

Noy. 11.--Information has been 
received here from Deubnitz that the 
band of brigands holding captive Miss 
Ellen M. the American mission- 
ary, called about a fortnight ago at the 
v iilage of Smetchevo and subsequently 
proceeded to the monastery at Rilo, but 
the movements of the troops compelled 
the brigands to flee toward the frontier, 
where they are now in hiding. It is also 
asserted that the brigands have recently 
been treating Miss Stone with more se- 
verity in order to exercise pressure and 
to compel a more ready acceptance of 
their conditions. 

Consul General Dickinson is inflexible. 
N1e insists that the surrender of Miss 
Stone must precede or be simultaneous 
with the payment of the ransom. His 
stitied by the known de- 
termination of members of the 
band, particularly the captain, Yanne 
Santdusky, to kill Miss Stone and hr 
companion so soon as the ransom is re- 
ceived, owing to the fact that the cap- 
tives have now acquired information 
concerning the secret committees. 

Competent persons, however, express 
the opinion that the cupidity of the 
brigands will overcome their fear of 
and all such aprove the dec- 
laration of Mr. Dickinson. 

Yesterduy Mr. Dickinson made ener- 
getic representations to the Bulgarian

But 
what has caused the greatest discon- 
tent is the restrictions regarding coro 
The clause stating that “no 
Jewels or precious stones are to be set 
or used in the coronets, or counterfeit 
pearls instead of the silver balls,” 
came like a thunderclap to many, espe- 
cially to the dames who had already 
had their blazing diamond circlets pre- 
pared. 

It is now definitely settled that only 
the king and queen and the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall will wear jeweled 
coronets. All other coronets are to be 
of silver gilt, caps of ruby velvet with 
ermine lining and having a gold tassel 
en top. The baron’s coronet will have 
six silver balls on the rim, the vis- 
count’s sixteen, the earl’s eight, with 
gold strawberry leaves between the 
points; the marquis’ four silyer bails 
and four gold leaves alternately and 
the duke’s elght gold strawberry 
leaves.

worn by his granduncle, George IV. 
This costume consists of three parts. 
The most important is the “‘dalmatica,” 
or imperial robe. It is a three corner 
ed mantle forming an inverted “Y" 
and fitting very closely about the 
shoulders. <All over it are small em- 
broidered crosses. 

Beneath it is worm the “supertunica,” 
a sort of short pelerine having sleeves 
of gold cloth embroidered with gold 
flowers. Above both dalmatica and 
supertunica is worn the ‘armilla,” 
which is also of gold cloth, but has « 
deep ermine border. It is placed on 
the king’s shoulders by the archbishop 
of Westminster, who cxhorts his maf- 
esty to see in this mantle “a pledge 
of divine grace enveloping him ¢oni- 
pletely.”

$2 and ordinary laborers $1.50. ‘These 
rates were not accepted by the employ- 
ers and a general strike, which was ac- 
companied by violence, followed. 

Iglesias and the other members of the 
committee were charged with conspir- 
acy and the cases against them were set 
down for trial Sept. 11,1900. When the 
date was reached Iglesias, who wis at 
large on his own recognizance, did not 
put in an appearance, and the trial was 
adjourned. As he did not appearon the 
adjourned day, further adjournment 
was taken to May 2, 1901, when an 
order for his arrest was issued, he be- 
Ing then in New York city. 

He is now in jail, awaiting trial, in 
default of $2000 bail. Yesterday he sent 
a petition to Governor Hunt asking to be 
released on his own recognizance, ex-

MUCH THAT IS HUMAN ASOUT THESE 
LITTLE INSECTS. 


Their Ways of Playing, Sleeping, 
Eating and Working—Some Phat 
Are Above Toil—Distinctions of 
Class In Pheir Burial Places. 
“There is a lot that is human about 

these little ants,” writes Harvey Suth- 

erland in Ainslee’s. “They like to play 


t 


and cut up. They make believe to fight, 


and when they wrestle in fun they rolf 


all around like schoolboys. They wash 
and brush each other and stretch out 
under the process as mut h as to say, 
‘My, that feels good!’ When they sleep, 
they often lie on their sides and some- 
times squat down on their abdomen 
and the last pair of legs for all the 
world like a man taking a nap.

The Swedish bark Trio was driven 
ashore late yesterday afternoon at West 
Hartlepool, and was brokén up. Three 
of her crew were washed ashore alive, 
while the remaining seven were drowned 
in sight of thousands of 
powerless to help them, all attemps at 

rescue With reckets carrying life saving 
lines having failed. 

The mail boat Nord, which started 
from Dover for Calais and ran down the 
lightship of the works of the new Dover 
pier, has succeeded in returning to 
Dover. The mails and passengers are 
safe. The crew of the lightship was 
also landed after passing a terrible night 
at sen in 2 small boat. 

Early yesterday a Vrench barque 
struck off Hendon, Nineteen of the 
crew were drowned. 

Numerous other wrecks have been re- 
ported, but the weather, in most cases, 
prevents the identification of the craft. 
Two vessels in distress were sighted 
off Dingeness. The weather was so 
severe that the lifeboat was unable to 
put out to their assistance. Oneof them 
sank later. The other, a steamer, 
reached West bay, where a tug 
standing by her. 

The revenue cutter Active has been 
wrecked in the Firth of Forth.

RATHBUN IS IDENTIFIED WOUNDE® IN LEG AND HEAD 


By Men Acquainted With Him 


In Little Rock 


IS HELD WITHOUT BOND 


After Pleading Not Guilty to Charge 


ef Murdering Goodman—Body of 


Latter Held by Coroner Pending 


Sworn Testimony as to Rathbun 
Jeffersonville, Ind., Nov. 15.—Newell 
C. Rathbun, suspected of killing Charles 
Goodman in a hotel here by poison, was 
positively identified yesterday by an 
Officer and an acquaintance of the 
prisoner, both from Little Rock, Ark., 
where he lived for a time. 

Later Rathbun was arraigned before 
Mayor Rader on a charge of murder. 
Rathbun pleaded not guilty and Mayor 
Rader held him for the cireuit court 
without bond. The prisoner had no 
fawyer. The circuit court will convene 
In special term Monday anda grand 
jury will be empaanelled to consider 
Rathbun's case. 

The prisoner is becoming less talka- 
tive and evidently realizes that he las 
already talked too much, but he is re- 
ported to have said to a fellow prisoner 
atthe jail: “The officers haven't a taing 
on which to convict. A man’s intention 
does not mean he may be convicted.” 

Coroner Still Holds Body 

Little I Noy. 15.—The corpse sent 
here as that of Newell C. Rathben stiil 
lies in the vault at Oakland cemetery, 
subject to the orders of Coroner Young.

She soon 
reached a friendly footing with the 
wily Afghan ruler, who was amused at 
her independent manner and dicta- 
torial way of deciding what he and 
her other patients should eat and drink. 
, Tue sultaua regarded her with jeal- 
ous eyes, and therefore it was that Dr. 
Hamilton always refused to visit fe- 
male patients in their homes. It wag 
decidedly unsafe to do so, and they 
had to come to her when seeking ad- 
vice. Neither did she eat food pre- 
pared by other than the servants she 
brought with her from India. The con- 
ditions which rendered these precau- 
tions necessary gaye a warm spice to 
the doctor's life in the Afghan capital; 
but, on the whole, she enjoyed the ex- 
perience. 

Not infrequently the plucky woman 
ventured to argue with the semisavage 
autocrat on behalf of some wrongdoer, 
and he never failed to listen, though 
he was rarely swerved from his pro- 
posed course. Dr. Hamilton remained 
at court for several years.

WOMEN OF THE DRAMA. 


friticism of the Female Characters 
of Mr. Pinero’s Plays. 

Upon women fo a very large extent 
the dranma relies for its support. Ther 
form the large bulk of playgoers. It 
is mainly to the plays which they pat- 
ronize that men go, and if they were 
unanimously to set thelr faces against 
this or that production it would at 
once be seen how very great is thelr in- 
fluence upon theatrical enterprises. 
That women will be in such agreement 
as to make this test possible is hardly 
to be hoped, but at least those who 
speak for their sex may feel assured 
that they are yoicing general opinion 
when they resent the presentation on 
our stage of such types of women as 
are persistently chosen by the premier 
playwright for the central figures of 
his work. 

It has been said that no dramatist 
has ever understood women like Mr. 
Pinero, and if this be so he must sure- 
ly know that all are not creatures of 
such base passions, with such sordid 
minds and such detestable and morbid 
dispositions as his Paula Tanqueray, 
his Agnes Ebbsmith and his latest crea- 
tion, Iris BeUamy. It Is not the place 
here to discuss the play of which Iris 
is the heroine; that has been done 
elsewhere. It is to the character that 
exception is taken. Mr. Pinero Is re- 
garded, and justly so, as the ablest of 
English dramatists, <nd it is imnossible 
to help feeling that he neither does 
justice to the sex to whom he Is 
avowedly so much Indebted, since It Is 
always & woman's story that he selects 
for the theme of a play, nor to him- 
self. For surely he would not have 
us believe that he cannot paint for us 
a& woman of good impulses and of 
noble character, or that he can deal 
with no theme on the stage that is not 
based on a woman's worst characterts- 
ties? Year In and year out this lead- 
ing playwright presents these studies 
of fractious, selfish, sensuous, unprin- 
cipled women in settings so attractive 
that the pullie is dazzled Into accept- 
them without protest. But we 
thiak that the time has come for wom- 
en to murmur 
custen) of unchivalrously selecting the 
most unpleasant types of womanhood 
for dramatic treatment. Even that 
they are true to nature {is not to be ad- 
mitted. heTre are good women, whose 
unselfishness and sweetness and 
strength might be made the themes of 
plays infinitely greater than any Mr. 
Pinero has written. Why cannot he 
give us one such a heroine? She would, 
indeed, be welcome.—Philadelphia Ledg- 
er.

At Cherra Junji 523 inches of rain 
fall annually.

Michigan Iron, 
The first discovery by white men of 
the iron ore of the Lake Superior re- 
gion was made Sept. 16, 1844, near the 
eastern end of Teal lake, in northern 
Michigan, by William A. Burt, a depu- 
ty surveyor of the general govern- 
ment. In June, 1845, the Jackson Min- 
ing company was organized at Jack- 
son, Mich., and in the same year it se- 
cured possession of the celebrated 
Jackson iron mountain. The ore from 
this mountain was first used in a 
bloomery at Jackson, Mich., and after- 
ward in 1847 and subsequently in 
bloomeries in northern Mic nigan:

Rulhilin’s sole explanation of the out- 
come of the fight is that he received a 
chance blow which utterly d'sabled him 
and that Jeffries persisted in fighting 
him low. While Rublin will make no 
absolute charge of Jeffries having com- 
mitted a foul, he intimated that be was 
unfairly handled and injured as a re- 
sult. Ruhliv receives the support of his 
seconds, who say that his was a hope- 
less case after the second round. 


When seen in his dressing room after 
the fight, Champion Jeffries said: “I 


Was centainly surprised st my easy 
victory and Rublin’s amazing 4d f.at, 
While it is true that -he did not 


punch me hard enough during the tive 
rounds to cause me any alarm, I be- 
lieved him strong and cauticus up to the 
moment of his collapse and was sur- 
prised when he quit. I certainly had no 
difficulty in whipping him and had the 
fight gone on, the result must have ben 
the same. Ruhlin was inaecurate and 
in poor wind, and I cannot say that he 
even had the courage and force I ex- 
pected to encounter in him. Rublin 
took a stiff punch in the stomach in the 
fourth round which I presume gave him 
trouble; nevertheless 1 expected him to 
lose harder than he did.” 


When Rullin went to his dressing 
room he was followed by a very de- 
pressed retinue. The defeated man 
complained of no pain and moved about 
He stated: 

“I believed from the tap of the gong 
that I would win, but as the fight pro- 
gressed I was beaten down until I re- 
ceived a blow on the stomach which I 
must say was very low, but which may 
not have bewn a foul, and which no liv- 
ing man could have survived.

Considerable attention is attracted in 
Berlin by a pamphlet just published 
by Baron yon Edelsheim, an officer in 
the chief general staff of the German 
army, in which he declares that Ger- 
many could throw 100,000 men on the 
English coast within a very short time. 
The baron put forward his statement 
as a matter of absolute certainty, and 
it is considered somewhat curious that 
he is permitted by his government to 
publish it, says the New York Sun. He 
also discusses the possibility of landing 
troops in Russia and France and pro- 
ceeds to contemplate the hypothesis of 
a war between Germany and the Unit-| 
ed States. 

He starts from the assumption that 
Germany must one day be involved in 
a conflict because the growth of her 
traffic and commerce is a of | 
danger to England.

Next, it will be necessary to 
4x firmly in your mind the distinguish- 
ing marks or characteristics of the 
Agaricus campestris, which are these: 
A pileus not covered with excrescence- 
like scales; gills of a brownish purple 
when mature; stalk solid and approxi 
mately cylindrical; ring near the mid- 
dle of stalk; base not bulbous and not 
membrane. The distin- 
guishing ebaracteristics of the Amanita 
phalloides, or deadly agaric, are these: 
Pileus destitute of distinet excres- 
cences; White gills, hollow stalk; large 
ring and prominent bulb at base, with 
membranous upper margin. Bearing 
these points of differentiation fully in 
mind you will never be at a loss to 
determine which variety you epeounter 
in any given case.”

letters among other effects of the shock. If the name of the Knickerbocker 
| school be too large for the little group of authors who followed Diedrich, the

historian, afar, it may be said that the term was applied to less dignified ob- 
jects in the “ay of its immense popularity and to more worthy ones since. 

The New York Evening Post had been established ‘in the first year of the 
century with a hospitable policy toward letters, as well as a critical spirit 
which enhanced the honor of appearing in its columns. To gain admittance to 
them was next to having a book published. On the street and in coffee houses 
were knots of young men with corresponding ambitions notwithstanding the 
commercial bias of the city and the material bent of the age. Foremost among 
them was a banker's clerk who was not so far lost in arithmetical figures that 
he could not appreciate poetical and even wished that he might “lounge upon 
a rainbow and read Tom Campbell,” a sentiment with which a bystander 
agreed. In this way Fitz-Greene Halleck and Joseph Rodman Drake became 
acquainted in the spring of 1819, the beginning of a literary companionship as 


) intimate as it was brief, for Drake died the next year. 


Judged by what he had begun to do, this young poet was cut down at the 
opening of a promising career. His early essays found their subjects for satire 
in the topics of the town, but descriptive and patriotic pieces soon followed, 
the address to the American flag deserving a higher place than all that 
have succeeded it. A more remarkable feat was the production in two or 
three days of “The Culprit Fay” in refutation of an assertion that it would be 
difficult to write a fairy poem purely imaginative without the aid of human 
characters. He accomplished this work with no nearer approach to humanity 
than in these two lines: 

For an Ouphe has broken his vestal vow; 
Ile has loved an earthly maid. 

The rest is the fanciful account of the consequences of such a high misde- 
meanor, full of delicate art and the traceries of an imagination at home with 
the hidden things of nature, itself idealized and peopled with intelligences of 


| the poet’s own creating. It is the midsummer night's dream of an airy fancy. 


The entire poem should be the delight of children who dwell on the border 
land of the seen and the unseen. 

Halleck survived to write an elegy upon his friend, which shows how far 
the art had progressed since the days of Mather; also to continue the strain of 
American verse which the two friends had joined in contributing to the col- 
umns of The Evening Post. Afterward he was stirred by the wrongs of suffer- 
ing Greece to lift up the voice of freedom in “Mareo Bozzaris.” Whoever has 
lost a friend of his youth will associate with ihe recollection of his sorrow the 
lament of Halleck for his companion, beginning: 

Green be the turf above thee, 
Friend of my better days! 

None knew thee but to love thee 
Nor named thee but to praise. 

Clement C. Moore has a place among the writers who were inspired by 
Dutch traditions to produce a Knickerbocker literature. No doubt the theo- 
logical professor expected to rest his fame upon the first Hebrew and English 
lexicon compiled in this country or upon his version of Lavardin’s “History of 
George Castriot.”” Instead, when he is placed among the immortals it will be 
in recognition of his “Visit From St. Nicholas,” which all children know be- 
gins: 

*Twas the night before Christmas, when all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring, not even a mouse. 

Gulian C. Verplanck was a New Yorker whose services to literature entitle 
him to mention. First a lawyer, then a politician and afterward a lecturer in 
divinity, his pen was seldom idle. “Essays on Revealed Religion” and the 
were the more substantial results, while “The State 
Triumvirate’ and “The Ceremony of Installation’sare in a lighter vein. As a 
member of congress he was prominent in obtaining the extension of the term 
of copyright from 2S to 42 years. Later he was associated with Sands and 
Bryant in The Talisman, a publication containing some of the best writing of 
the time. In his addresses on art, history and literature and *“The Influence 
| and Use of Liberal Studies,” and especially on “The American Scholar,” he 
anticipated some of the more recent essayists and orators who have made 
kindred themes the subjects of high discussion. 

William Cullen Bryant may be considered as an adopted member of the 
Knickerbocker group since he was not born In New York, but on the Hamp- 
_ Shire hills of western Massachusetts. However, he was not long in finding his 
| way to the metropolis and to the little circlewhich made it the literary center of

New York, Nov. 16.—efalcations 
amounting, it is said, to $60,000, have 
been discovered in the accounts of the 
Williamsburg Savings bank, an instiiu- 
tion conducted at Williamsburg, in the 
surburbs of Brooklyn. 

General J. V. Meserole, the president 
of the bank, is authority for the state- 
ment that the parties implicated in the 
affair are Harry E. Corbett, a former 

| paying teller of the bank who died Nov. 
2, and George Zollivhofer, a receiving 
teller, who, it is alleged, gave the first 
information leading to the discovery. 

The bank is fully protected, it is said, 
by the bonds of both Corbett and Zc llin- 
hofer. Harry E. Corbett had been in 
the employ of the bank for 1S years, and 
was deemed a man of exemplary habits 
and not the slightest suspicion attached 
to him up to the time of his death. 

According to General Meser ls, on 
Friday of last week, Zollinghofer went 
to Cashier Burns and confessed to him 
that he (Zollinghofer) and Corbett had 
taken, funds from the institution for 
the past two or three years, for steck 
gambling, and that so far as he covld

President Roosevelt's way of doing 
| business is very different from that of 
writes the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Post. Considerable formality al- 
ways attended White House conferen- 
ces in the past. President McKinley 
sat at his desk in his executive office, 
and visitors were shown into the ante- 
room, where they waited until their 
turn came for an interview. Then they 
went before the president and set forth 
their business. He would listen, occa- 
sionally asking a question to bring out 
some new uspect, and when the visitor 
had completed his story Mr. McKinley 
would announce that be would take 
the matter under consideration. He 
seldom promised definite results or said 
what he would be likely to do. Later 
the caller would learn by mail or oth- 
erwise that the president had or had 
not done what he asked. 

President Roosevelt's way is more 
direct. He has almost abandoned the 


inner room except for cabinet meet- 
ings, and most of the interviews are 
now held in the large room adjoining. 


During receiving hours this fills up un- 
til there may be forty or fifty persons 
in waiting. Mr. Roosevelt goes at his 
task with vigor. He will seize a caller 
the hand, almost wring it off and 
frequently begin talking before the 
other has had time to state the occa- 
sion for his presence. ‘Glad to see you! 
Glad to see you!’ he will exclaim. 
Possibly it will be an old acquaint- 
ance, and Roosevelt will direct a few 
lightning questions at him. “What reg- 
iment?

DIAMOND SHOAL LIGHTSHIP 


Being Provided With a Light That 
May Be Seen Forty Miles Away. 
An experiment of great interest to the 

lighthouse system of the world is to be 

{made on the Diamond Shoal lightship 
when she is placed on her station next 
December, through which the officers 
of the lighthouse board expect to pro- 
ject a great thirteen inch beam of light 
from the sea to the sky, which will be 
visible to mariners from thirty to forty 
miles, says a Washington dispatch to 
the New York Sun. The cluster of 
white electric lights now shown from 
the masts of the lightship have a visi- 
bility of only thirteen miles, and It is 
proposed that shipping passing Hatter- 
as may be able to pick up the lightship 
three times the distance by tlie power- 
ful beams of light playing on the heay- 
ens. The secretary of the lighthouse 
board believes, if the test is successful, 
that it will play a most important part 
in the lighthouse system and will be 
applied to all lightships of the future. 

The apparatus now being fitted to 

the Diamond Shoal lightship at Balti- 
more will project a beam straight to- 
ward the sky, and the rolling ship in 
the rough waters off Hatteras will play 
it about in wigwag fashion and nat- 
urally attract attention. Warships have 
been known to maintain communica- 
tion for thirty miles wigwagging their 
searchlights. Officers of the lighthouse 
service believe it will be possible to 
employ a searchlight system on light- 
ships by which the locality of the ves- 
sel may be discovered fifty miles away 
under favorable weather conditions, It 
is contended that as a guide to mari- 
ners the new system, throwing a thir- 
teen inch beam light into the dome ef 
night, will be as far in advance of the 
electric beacons of the first order as the 
beacons were ahead of oil lamps.

CONFIDENCE IN ROOSEVELT 


And Admiration For Our Country In 
Genera!l~ Emphatic Denial of Plans 
For Securing Coaling Stations In 
South America or West Indies 


Washington, Noy. 19.—Herr Von Hol- 
leben, German ambassador to the 
United States, has just returned to 
Washington from his vacation in Eu- 
rope and has resumed the dut’es of his 
post here. When interviewed here yrs- 
terday he seemed to bein exell.nt 
spirits. When asked about the existing 
relations between Germany and the 
United States, he said: 

“They have never been betier or more 
cordial. ‘he great sorrow which came 
to your country through the tragedy in 
Buffalo has greatly aroused sympathy 
of the German people who are so clos°ly 
united to the people of the United 
States by the many ties of blood and 
friendship. Just as in private life we 
think more of a friend whom fate has 
made to suffer severely, so the German 
people have been brought nearer to these 
of the United States through the latter 
country’s great misfortune. Mr. Me 
Kinley’s great qualities in private life, 
as well as his great stutespansh’p, 
shown in dealings with public affairs, 
have always been thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated. 

“My countrymen,” continued the am- 
bassador, “look up to your new prest- 
dent with admiration and full con- 
fidence, admiring the country at the 
same time which can produce a man of 
such high abilities as your chief ex- 
ecutive. 

“My sovereign,” the ambassador said, 
“has the most frank admiration for 
America's progress and the mest cor- 
dial and friendly feelings for the Tnited 
States. He has just shown once more 
how he appreciates American skill and 
workmanship in having a yacht built In 
the United States. All talk that he de- 
sires to bring the European nations to- 
gether in a challenge of A‘nerica’s 
progress in the commercial world ts 
without foundation.” 

Pefore closing the interview the am- 
bi ssador said: “I Lave one nore thing 
to say. You are without doubt aware 
that at regular intervals reports appear 
in the newspapers to the effect that 
Germany is trying to acquire coaling 
stations or a foothold of some kind in 
South America, or in the West Ind‘an 
waters. These reports are started again 
and again by our enemies who don't like 
to see us on too friendly terms with the 
Tnited States. I can tell you now that 
I am ofovially authorized to state that 
Germany us 00 such purpose. I want 
to deny now, once for all, these ever re- 
eurring reports in an emphatic and un- 
qualified way. I have told this to the 
president, who was especially gratified 
by it.” 

Cassiu! Resumes Duties 

Washington, Noy. 19.—Count Cassini, 
the Russian ambassador, who has just 
returned to Washington from a Irnz 
absence in Russia, paid his respects to 
Secretary Hay yesterday. The count 
was charged with many warm utter 
ances by the Emperor of Russ'a com- 
plimentary to the American people.

St. Johns, Nov. 19.—Further de‘a‘ls 
of the suffering of the crew of the bark- 
entine Titinia, which was wrecked ina 
dense fog near Cape Race, have been 
received here. During the 36 hours in 
which they were lashed to the ship's 
rigging, they were absolutely without 
clothing except their shirts «and 
drawers. Their rescue was effect d 
with great difficulty. Three men from 
the shore alded the shipwrecked men 
to land.

Terrific Keports at Boston 

Boston, Novy. 19.—If the thousands of 
busy shoppers on lower Tremont street 
yesterday afternoon were startled by a 
sudden jar and muffled roar beneath 
their hurrying feet the few hundred 
patrons in the trains in the subway were 
absolutely terrified by an elecirie ex- 
plosion, which fortunately, caused no 
damage. 

The explosion occurred near the 
Scollay square staion, where there hap- 
pened to be no train at the time, and 
was occasioned by the sudden fusing of 
a connecting wire under a strong cur- 
rent.

Than Three Hours 


WHOLE TOWN SURPRISED 


By the Unexpected Descent of Attack- 
ing Force, Which Took Advantage 
of Absence of Military Commander

21.—The Liberals made an 
unexpected attack on Colon at 8 o'clock 
Tuesday night. The government was

United States gunboat Machias, 
here, took no part in the proceedings, 

On receipt of the news that General 
Alban, the military commander of the 
isthmus, had started to attack the Lib- 
erals at Chorrera, near Panama, the 
latter detached 160 men under General 
Patino to attack Colon. This force em- 
barked on board a train bound from 
Panama to Colon Tuesday evening at 
Lascascades station, previously cutting 
off telegraphic communication across 
the isthmus. On arriving at the out- 
skirts of Colon, where the government 
usually maintained a small guard, the 
Liberals left the train and in the initial 
skirmish which began soon afterwards, 
Patino was killed. 

The command of the Liberals then de- 
volved on Colonel Barrera, and they 
continued their march on Colon, arriv- 
ing a few ininutes after the train, thus 
surprising the whole town. The gov- 
ernment troops at Colon were outnum- 
bered by the Liberals. Fighting im- 
mediately began at the barracks, which 
was soon taken. There Senor Jaen,a 
judge of the criminal court, was killed, 
and Senor Muskus, the district repre- 
sentative of the department of the in- 
terior, was mortally wounded. 

Fighting subsequently occurred at the 
town hall, which was also taken by the 
Liberals. Ajsnong the prisoners cap- 
tured by the Liberals there were the 
prefect, Guardia, and the commandante 
of police. 

Senor Paredes, the mayor, managed 
to reach the gunboat General Pinzon, 
which sailed Tuesday night for a desti- 
nation unknown, probably Carthagena,

Communication with Panama was re- 
stored yesterday. This reveals that no 
Nchting has occurred there, that every- 
thing is quiet and that the city is stili 
in the hands of the government. The is- 
sue depends on the result of the fighting 
which is doubtless now occurring at 
Chorrera, news of which is anxiously 
awaited here. 

At a conference between Commander 
McCrea of the Machias, United States 
Consul Malnore, Colonel Shaler, super- 
intendent of the Panama railroad, and 
Colonel Barrera, commander of the Lib- 
erals, the last named was informed why 
the marines had been landed from the 
Machias. Barrera promised to guard 
the city with his troops. 

Today trains will be crossing the 
isthmus as usual and there has been no 
obstruction of free transit so far. 

The news of the capture of Colon, 
which reached Panama when communi- 
eation with that city was restored, was 
a great surprise to the inhabitants of 
the city onthe other side of the isthmus. 

Colon—which went by the name of 
Aspinwall until the Colombian authori- 
tles enforced a change in its name by 
rejecting all mail matter so addressed— 
is built in an u®healthy site on the well- 
wooded coral island of Manzanilla, off 
the northern coast of the Isthmus of 
Panama. It is the Atlantic terminus of 
the Panama railway, the Pacifie ter- 
minus being the city of Panama, 48 
miles distant. 

Colon was originallly intended to serve 
is a port of transit. It developed 
within a few years to be the centre of 
supply for many neighboring towns. 
The entire island was ceded to the rail- 
way company in 1852, and the growth 
of Colon has been mainly due to the 
growth of the business of the Panama 
railway and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company, and to the work on the Pan- 
ama canal. In 1860 the population of 
the place was about 2500; in 1872 it was 
#500, and recent estimates of the num- 
ber of residents have been as high as 
19,000, 

A large proportion of the population 
has always been Jamaican and Spanish 
negroes. On March 31, 1885, the place 
was almost completely destroyed by fire. 
A revolutionary movement under the 
lead of Preston was in progress and had 
possession of the place. The govern 
ment forees under General Aizpura 
marched against the town, and when 
the rebel leader found that defeat was 
inevitable he set fire to the city in va- 
rions places, and then made his eseape, 
with a few of his followers. The town 
was soon in ruins. 

The city was then rebuilt, a fresh 
mpetus having been given to it for a 
time by the work on the Panama canal. 
On Sept. 22, 180, the town was visit: d 
by another destructive fire, three- 
fourths of the place, including the most 
important business houses, being laid in 
ruins. The loss by thfs conflagration 
was nearly $2,000,000. Again, on 
March 23, 1896, Colon was visited by a

big fire, the loss reaching $300,000.

It 
is an olly liquid, with a burning, acrid 
taste and an odor said to resemble 
Jargonelle pear. It has intoxicating 
and poisonous properties considerably 
more powerful than ordinary spirits.

|POSSIBLE SETTLEMENT | 


Of Differences Between Moroc- 
co Workmen and Employers 


ARBITRATORS TAKE A HAND 


Each Side to Make Auswer Tonight 
to an Agreement Affecting One Yac- 
tory, but Having a Direct Bearing 
ou Nearly All the Lynn Shops 


Lynn, Mass., Nov. 22.—The big mo- 
rocco strike in this city. which has been 
in progress for a week In a number of 
the factories and affects over 1000 
men, appears at least within a measur- 
able distance of settlement. 

Only four morocco ractories so far are 
directly affected, but a settlement of 
the trouble now vnder consideration will 
have a direct bearing on all the morucco 
shops in thecity. A plan of settlement 
was drawn up last night and sub- 
initted to the manufacturers and mem- 
bers of the Morocco Worker’ rn‘en for 
consideration, the matter of Its adop- 
tion to be taken up at a meeting this 
evening. 

So far the strike only extends to the 
staking, beaming and glazing derart- 
ments of the factories of Thomas A. 
Kelley & Co., Pevear & Co., the Weber 
Leather company and A. B. Hoffman, 
but it is of sufficient intensity to cripple 
tempcrarily most of the other depart- 
ments, so that work has in part been 
euspended and the factory of Kelley & 
Co., where nearly 300 hands are em- 
ployed, has shut down entirely, with the 
exception of the shipping department. 

The trouble began in the Kelley fac- 
tory, when the management liid off 
temporarily a number of workmen, 
which action was resented by the Mo- 
rocco Workers’ union, who ordered out 
the men in the otherdepartments. The 
strike spread to the other factories men- 
tioned. The Eustern Kid company was 
also slightly affected. 

The state board of arbitration aud 
conciliation took the matter up and suc- 
eeeded in bringing the manufactu’ ers 
and a committee of the Morocco W: rk- 
ers’ union together yesterday for ahear- 
ing with a view to settlement, the h ar- 
ing last ng 6% heurs. The matters in 
dispute were rehearsed in detail, but ow- 
{ug to the large interests involved. it 
was decided to discuss the trowble at 
the Kelley factory only. with the under- 
standing that a settlement of the trouble 
there was expected to anply to all the 
others. Thomas A. Kelley was had 
in his own behalf and claimed that the 
fanlt was not entirely on hiss'de for the 
reason that the beamsters had broken 
their agreement with his firm. The 
committee of the union was also heard. 
Waldo L. Pevaar, of the firm of Peve:r 
& Co., spoke onthe trouble at the 
Kelley factory, and in favor of the pro- 
prietors. 

Finally 1t was decided to enter into an 
&greement betweon the Mornecen Work- 
ers’ union and Thomas A. Kell y & Co., 
to the effect that the men would return 
to work and that the concern shon'd 
have the richt to discharge and hire Its 
own tren, but should not discriminate 
against members of the unfon or {ts com- 
mittee; also that any matter in dispute 
should be referred to a temporary com- 
mnittee and in the event of no settlement, 
that the matter should be referred to the 
state board of arbitration for final ad- 
justment, with the understanding that 
no strike was to be ordered in the mean- 
time 

Copies of the agreement were given 
to the manufacturers present, and also 
to the union committee, to be considered 
for 24 hours. 

It is by no means certain that a set- 
tlement will be reached tenicht, but 
the members of the state board are hop- 
{ng for the best. Should they be un- 
successful, there Is a bare possibility of 
the strike extending to the other mo- 
rocco factories in the city.

NEW SONS OF REVOLUTION 


Deseendants of Scidiers Who Heiped 
Colesies Organize French Branch. 

Colonel Charles Chaille Long, the 
African explorer, recently secretary 
ana for a time in charge of the United 
States commission to the Paris exposi- 
tion, reached New York the other day 


on the French liner Bretagne with 
news of what he called a “new ex- 
ploration.” At the instance of several 


prominent Americans he bes obtained 
from the French archives of 125 years 
the names of 10,000 French offi- 
and who fought in the 
American Revolution. Among their 
descendants he has started a French 
branch of the Society of Sons of the 
Revolution. 

Colonel Eong said to a reporter of 
the New York Herald of the project: 
“We hope that this organization will 
ielp to bind closer the two sister re- 
publics. There has been some reserve 
in France because it is believed that 
the America of the present has for 
gotten the past and is ungrateful. 

“General Horace Porter, represent- 
ing the of the Revolution,” he 
continued, “appointed a commission of 
four to do the work, and we received 
every help from the French govern- 
ment. General Andre, the minister of 
war, and M. Deleasse, minister of for- 
eign affairs, have promised to have the 
rolls printed in book form in the offi 
cial publications. We were materially 
assisted by them and by the minister 
of marine. 

“Those engaged in the work were 
Henri Merou, French consul at Chica- 
go; Deputy United States Consul Mac- 
Lean, Major Huntington of our army 
and myself. We went through thou- 
sands of musty files in the Archives 
Nationales. We were helped by sev- 
eral quartermaster sergeants and ships’ 
writers detailed by the departments of 
war and marine. It is our hope that 
the society in France will be enabled 
to establish reciprocity in matters of

Turkey without stuffing is an inno- 
vation slow to wiv the approval of con- 
servative housewives, but it is claimed 
by the best authorities on cookery that 
turkey, like game, should never be 
stuffed if its finest flavor is to be pye- 
served. Dress as usual and place a 
large spoonful of butter upon the 
breast. Put in a very hot oven for 
thirty minutes that the outside may 
sear over at once and retain the juice. 
Diminish the heat and baste often with 
the butter and fat that cooks from the 
fowl, allowing twenty minutes’ cooking 
to each pound of turkey, not counting 
the first half hour. Should it be neces- 
{ gar vt _upgepeturkey while cooking 
use 2 towel. Never ste teow tha fork 
or allow the juice to escape. Spine 
with salt when nearly done. 

For the gravy put the gizzara, heart 
and liver on the fire in a quart of w4- 
ter and cook until tender; then remove 
and chop finely. When the turkey is 
done, remove it to the serving dish, 
pour all but a tablespoonful of fat from 
the pan, add a tablespoonful of flour 
and cook for three minutes; then add 


the water in which the giblets were 
cooked, of which there should be a 
| pint. If less, add water, stir until 
smooth and add the chopped giblets.

Conspirators Thought They Could 
Take Possession of Yukon Country] 
Montreal, Nov. That there was 
a plot to stir up trouble in the Yukon is 
officially confirmed by the Canadian 
zovernment. The story of the plot, 
based upon official reports to the min- 
ister of the interior, is as follows: 
About three weeks ago the police at 
Dawson, under the able direction of Su- 
perintendent Woods, shadowed 2 man 
whom they deemed a suspicious char- 
acter. He finally disclosed a plot which 
he said had been formed by people at 
Skagway and Seattle. The idea wasto 
rush the posts in the lower part of the 
Yukon and then take possession of tie 
country. The conspirators reckoned up- 
on the American citizens in the Yuken 
not assisting the Canadian authorities. 
News of the plot was quickly seut 
from Dawson to White Horse and the 
police there placed under survyeiilance 
all suspicious persons. The head- 
quarters of the conspiracy was located 
at Skagway end it was ascertained 
who the characters associated with it 
were and where the papers bearing upon 
the plot were kept. There was nothing, 
however, to show any overt act of trea- 
son to the United States or Canada, con- 
sequently the authorities could not take 
any proceedings. Canadian officers 
went down to Skagway and consulted 
with the United States officers and con- 
certed action was agreed upon in case 
of necessity. The parties connected 
with the plot are closely watched mean- 
time. The government officials say 10 
respectable Americans were in the plot. 
Every precaution has been taken and 
the government has contidence in the po- 
lice officers.

Topic For the Week Beginning Nov. 
24—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Thauksgiving.—Isa. xxv, 1-8. 
Thanksgiving should haye a very 

prominent place in our Christian lives. 

We are enjoined by the word of God 

to engage in many religious duties, 

such as prayer, study, meditation, but 
to none of these duties is that of 
thanksgiving placed second. God's 
word throvghout calls upon us to praise 
the Lord, to exalt His name at all 
times and “in everything to give 
thanks.’ The religious history of the 
world illustrates to us very clearly the 
paturalness and appropriateness of 
thanksgiving to God. Nature as well 
as Scripture enforces the duty of 
thanksgiving. The first forms of wor- 
ship among all nations were altars and 
sacrifices, the purpose of which was to 
express thanksgiving to God for some 
recognized blessing. “It is as the giv- 
er of benefits that man seems first to 
have recognized God. One of the ear- 
liest forms of religion was sun wor- 
ship, and the reason for selecting the 
sun as the object of religious regard 
was the manifest fact that from the 
sun man derives so many and such 
great blessings. The very name ‘God’ 
is probably a modification of the root 

‘gut,’ or ‘good,’ and was given to the 

Supreme Being by our Anglo-Saxon 

forefathers in recognition of His good- 

ness in bestowing upon us so many 
blessings. The first religious utterances 
seem to have the shape of hymns rath- 
er than prayers, and hymns or psalms 
form the most antique portions of our 
rituals.” This natural tendency to thank 

God pervades us, as it did those who 

have gone before us, and we should 

follow in the footsteps of the ancients 
and foster and cultivate. 

Thanksgiving should be rendered unto 
God for what He is. He is God and as 
God is worthy of our highest adoration 
and praise. “O Lord, thou art my God! 
I will exalt thee. I will praise Thy 
name.” Our God is the only living and 
true God, the infinite and sovereign 
God, sublime in majesty, perfect in 
holiness and in all His attrilutes. 
“Who is like unto Thee, O Lord, among 
the gods? Who is like Thee, glorious 
in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders?” For what He is the angels 
around God's throne are constantly 
praising Him.

Has Greatly Handicapped Our 
Maritime Interests 


| PATHWAYS OF THE OCEAN 
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| conditions? 


Seized by Other Nations and Held te 
Our Exclusion—Senator Frye Says 
It May Be Exceedingly Dangerous 
to Our Prosperity 


Noy. 25.—At the clubliouse of 
the Algonquin club last evening, 
the Commercial 
club was addressed by Senator William 
P. Frye of Maine, whose subject was: 
“National legislation concerning 
| steamship subsidies, and New England's 
interest in the country’s increasing for- 
eign commerce.” 

Senator Frye said: “Our country is 
great, prosperous and powerful. For 
a few years it has moved forward with 
the strides of a young giant, and today 
ranks with the foremost nations of the 
world, in very many respects outranking 
many of them, This result has been at- 
tained under the policy of protection. 

“Nearly every industry has been pro- 
tected and has prospered. One alone 
has been handicapped by adverse leg 
islation at home d protection of is 
competitors ab:oud. | orfer to ous 
ships engaged in forcign trade. We 
have permitted the ether maritime na- 
tions, our inferi n most of these re- 
gards, to seize ty n the pathways of 
the oceans of the world and hold them 
to our exclusion. 

“Who carried last year our $2,000,000, - 
000 and a little over of our foreign com- 
merce’ We did 8.2 percent. Of our 
enormous exports we carried 6 percent. 
We paid the past year $500,000 a day in 
gold to foreign ships for the carriage of 
our goods. 

“Ilow can this be otherwise than hu- 
miliating and mortifying? It is not 
only humiliating but may be exceeding- 
ly dangerous to our prosperity. Suppose 
Europe should be embroiled in war; 
that England and Germany, our car- 
riers, should enter upon a conflict at 
arms. Who would carry our exportsof 
of farm, factory and mine products? 
If carried who would pay the enormous 
war premiums? 

“Discussion of the causes leading to 
this lamentable result is necessary only 
so far as it may be suggestive of rem- 
edies. The theoretical free trader 
ascribes to our policy of protection. 

“It {s not protection which has harmed, 
but the entire lack of it; the ecompelllng 
of our ships to compete with those of 
other maritime nations protected by 
subsidies, by much lower wages In ship- 
yards and on ships and by a less ex- 
pensive manner of living. 

“The aid given by foreign countrics 
to their shipping must be reckoned with. 
Eighty pereent of all steamships 14 
knots and upward are heavily sub- 
sidized. England adopted this method 
of encouragement a half century ago, 

and has persisted in it to now.”

THEY SCALED HIGH CLIFFS 


Took a Fort and Infiicted Severe Pun- 
ishment Upon the Enemy—Philip- 
pine Constabulary Proving a Valu- 


able Adjunct to the Military 


Manila, Nov. 25.—Captain Edward 
P. Lawton’s company of the 19th in- 
fantry has attacked and captured an ir- 
surgent fort on Bohol island (south of 


Cebu, in the Visayan group). 
Steep cliifs surrounded 


and attack the fort in the rear. Ser- 
seant McMahon's party accomplished 
their task after three hours’ arduous 
climbing through the thick under- 
growth of brush and vines that covered 
the almost perpendicular cliff. 

They took the enemy by surprise and 
drove them from the fort. As the in- 
surgents escaped they had to pass the 
balance of Captain Lawton'’s company 
et a distance of 150 yards. Here the 
enemy suffered terrible losses. 

The insurgents defended themse'ves 
With both cannon and rifles. The can- 
non were captured, the smaller ones 
heing removed while the larger ones 
were buried 

Captain Lawton, in his report, makes 
special mention for bravery of Ser- 
geants List and McMahon. 

General Chaffee has ordered that jn 
the future complete records shall be 
kept of all natives taking the oath of 
allegiance to the United States.

All 
of these were arrested, though two 
escaped.

School Tickets. 


Changes made by the Street Railway 
Company ia the plan of handling 
School Tickets. 

A new plan went into effect last 
week on the Old Colony Street Rail 
way System in regard to tickets used 
by scholars the public schools. 
Heretofore anyone could purchase these 
tickets and it was discovered that a 
namber of people who purchased and 
used them were not attending any 
school. In order to overcome this the 
Railway Company has issued certifi- 
cates which have been sent to the 
principal and teachers of the various 
schools. These certificats are issued 
to such pupils as ride on the com- 
pany’s cars and are filled out with the 
name of the pupil, name of the school 
at which he or she is an attendant and 
signed by the principal. These certiti- 
cates are then presented at-the com- 
pany’s office or at of its ticket 
made agencies for a forty ride book which 
are sold at the rate of $1.00 each mak- 
ing the rate 2 1-2 cents per ride, the 
same as heretofore. 

A second form of school ticket has 
been issued which is sold strictly to 
the School Departments of the various 
cities and towns. These are {issued in 
strips of ten each and are sold at the

The Penberthy Injector Works p'ant 
occupied lalif a square at the corner of 
Abbo t street and Brooklyn avenue. 
It was composed of two brick buildings, 
separated by a 16-foot alley. The rear

building, in which the boiler wus lo- 
cated, and which was completely de- 
stroyed, was three stories in height. 


The boiler room was on the first oor. 
It was in this building that most of the 
wanufacturing was done. 

It is impossible to tell exactly how 
many men were at work in the various 
departmeuts of the rear building when 
the explosion occurred, but the officers 
insist that the number was not over S5, 
There were four boilers in the plant. 

The awful crash came without the 
slightest warning. Those in the ¢rent 
building said it seemed like the detona- 
tion of an immense cannon. The floors 
and roof of the rear building bulged up- 
ward and then toppled down with their 
heavy loads of machinery and foundry 
apparatus. Walls, roof and all dropped 
into a shapeless mass of debris. Win- 
dows in houses for a block around were 
broken by the concussion, 
bricks filled the neighboring yards. 

A dense cloud of dust arose and as it 
settled and was succeeded by denser 
clouds of smoke and steam, agenized 
cries begin to come from the heap of 
tangled wood, metal and bricks. ‘Those 
who were only partially buried frauti- 
cally dug themselves out and then as 
energetically turned to digging for their 
comrades who were buried deeper. 
Flames broke out almost immediately 
and the horror of fire was added to the 
suffering of the imprisoned ones. 

In a comparatively short time all the 
laborers Who could work to advantage 
were feverishly throwing and pul ing 
the debris out into Brooklyn avenue, 
where it was loaded into wagons and 
carried off. 

The floors and roof had fallen at an 
angle and formed a sort of huge cover. 
under which the fire burned fiercely. 
Not until the ‘firemen had chopped 
through this did their streams begin to 
have an appreciable effect on the tlaines, 
‘Che sufferings of those who were buried 
beneath were testified to later by thelr 
charred and blackened bodies. 

Engineer Riley was among the 
first to be dug out from the wreck. His 
escape was little short of miraculous, 
When the boller exploded he was hurled 
to the floor and one of the smaller test 
ing boilers was blown over his prost ‘ate 
form in such a way that one end rested 
on some debris high above him, thereby 
forming a shield which kept the falling 
timbers, bricks and machinery from 
erushing him. The escaping steam, 
however, burned him frightfully. After 
his arrival at Grace hospital Riley's 
first words were: “How did it happ»n? 
The engine and boilers were all rigut.” 

Gradually the rescuers worked their 
way downward through the pile. By 
this time there were no cries or groan: 
to aid them, for the ames had de 
stroyed these unfortunates who were 
not killed by the explesion or the fall 

3ut the work of rescue continued with 
unabated haste. When a heavy beain 
or piece of shafting was encountered, 2 
team of horses was driven inane e 
piece of wreckage hauled to the s} 

Stretcher bearers stood beside 
delvers and bore away the burner i 
blackened bodies. In several case« the 
charred corpses were so bot when re- 
covered that they could scarcely b- 
handled by the undertakers and the’ 
assistants.

Engineer Strong stated 
in positive terms to an Associated Press 
r that his order directed him to 
pass trains Nos. 13 and 3 (the latter fol- 
lowed No. 15 from Detroit) at Sand 
Creek.

“LT saw the headlight of No. 18 four or 
five miles before the collision occurred, 
but I supposed that train was side- 
tracked at Sand Creek waiting for us to 
pass.

Relatives and friends of passengers who 
were known to have been on the 
wrecked train besieged the railroad of- 
ficials with inquiries and entreaties 
The relief of those whose friends and 
relatives were gradually announced to 
be still living was in strong contrast t 
the sadness of mourners.

at 5 a. m., bringing the bodies of four 
men and one woman, and a stretcher 


full of burned and blackened pieces of 
dead humanity. One of the dead men 
was a drover from Kansas City, who 
had $1100 in money anda gold watch on 
his person.
